JOINT REGULATION (22-01) OF THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS OF THE 
UNITED STATES HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES AND THE SERGEANT- 
AT-ARMS OF THE UNITED STATES SENATE REGARDING THE LIMITED 
REOPENING OF THE UNITED STATES CAPITOL BULDING AND 
CAPITOL VISITOR CENTER COMMENCING AT 8 A.M. ON MARCH 28, 
2022. 


Whereas Section 2183 of Title 2, United States Code authorizes the 
Sergeants-at-Arms of the House of Representatives and of the Senate to make such 
regulations as they may deem necessary for preserving the peace and securing the 
Capitol Building from defacement, and for the protection of public property therein, 
and, 


Whereas the United States Capitol Building and Capitol Visitor Center have 
remained closed due to the spread of COVID-19 since March 12, 2020 by order of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Representatives and the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Senate, per Joint Regulations 20-01 through 20-04, and 


While recognizing the continued need to take reasonable COVID-19 
precautions as outlined by the most recent guidance of the Office of Attending 
Physician, and the United States Capitol Police staffing requirements necessary to 
ensure safety and security at the Capitol Building and in the Capitol Visitor Center, 


Now, therefore, we, the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Representatives 
and the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, hereby issue the following regulation for 
the limited reopening of the Capitol and Capitol Visitor Center: 


Section 1. In accordance with our authority under 2 U.S.C. § 2188, and with 
awareness of the current guidance from the Office of Attending Physician, we, the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Representatives and the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate, hereby declare that starting on March 28, 2022, the Capitol and Capitol 
Visitor Center shall, under this regulation, continue to be open to all Members, staff 
and official business visitors, and will now open as well to those listed in Appendix 
A, attached hereto. Appendix A may be updated by the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Representatives and the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate acting jointly. 


Section 2. If any other individual who enters or remains in the Capitol or 
Capitol Visitor Center Building in violation of this regulation, when ordered by any 
member of the United States Capitol Police to leave such Building, refuses or fails 
to immediately comply with such order, such refusal shall constitute an unlawful 


remaining in the building, subject to the criminal penalty provisions of 22 D.C. Code 
§ 3302. For purposes of this section, the Chief of the United States Capitol Police is 
hereby designated as the person lawfully in charge of the Capitol and the Capitol 
Visitor Center during the period referred to in Section 1 of this regulation. 


Unless otherwise provided above, this regulation shall take effect on March 
28 at 8 a.m.

APPENDIX A 
(as of March 28, 2022) 


Resumption of school group tours on a limited basis beginning Monday, March 28, 
2022. 


e Tours will be offered from 10 a.m. — 2 p.m., Moriday through Friday, for 
school groups of up to 50 persons each. Two tours per hour during this 
window, per side. 


e Tour groups will enter the Dirksen Auditorium Door or the Longworth 
Building Main Entrance. 


e Each tour will have a staff escort (only 1 per group of 50). 
e Senate tour groups will also be able to visit the Dirksen Cafeteria. 


© House tour groups will also be able to visit the Longworth Cafeteria. 


Resumption of limited staff-led tours beginning on Monday, March 28, 2022. 


© Members of Congress as well as House and Senate staff may lead a tour 
group of up to 15 individuals. 


e The tour groups must be accompanied by staff or a Member at all times. 


e House Member-led tours will enter through the South Door.

§ 3302. For purposes of this section, the Chief of the United States Capitol Police is 
hereby designated as the person lawfully in charge of the Capitol and the Capitol 
Visitor Center during the period referred to in Section 1 of this regulation.

§ 3302. For purposes of this section, the Chief of the United States Capitol Police is 
hereby designated as the person lawfully in charge of the Capitol and the Capitol 
Visitor Center during the period referred to in Section 1 of this regulation.

If any individual who enters or remains in the Capitol or Capitol 
Visitor Center Building in violation of this regulation, when ordered by any member 
of the United States Capitol Police to leave such Building, refuses or fails to 
immediately comply with such order, such refusal shall constitute an unlawful 
remaining in the building, subject to the criminal penalty provisions of 22 D.C. Code 
§ 3302. For purposes of this section, the Chief of the United States Capitol Police is 
hereby designated as the person lawfully in charge of the Capitol and the Capitol 
Visitor Center during the period referred to in Section 1 of this regulation.
